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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

a. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 

determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

b. On page 13, line 3 "a" before "travel" should be deleted, and "inertial" 
should be "inertia". 

c. On page 14, next to last line "corrosion" should be "collision". 

d. On page 21 , line 3 from the end of the page "vary" should be "very". 

e. Throughout the claims the terms "severe" and "severity" are indefinite 
because they are not defined in the claims (i.e., when is the collision "severe"; when is 
this limitation infringed). 

f. Similarly, in claim 3, "a short time" (line 6) and "a long time" (line 13) are 
indefinite because it is not clear what a short time or a long time is. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
